Some remarks recently made ut I'otor- 
boroughbySir Hugh Allan luivo given 
riso to a longthy controveray between the 
Toronto OloU and tlio Montreal Guzfth'. 
The former journal eudoivrors to connect 
Sir Hugli -with tho American Northern 
Paoilio lino to siieh an extent as to create 
a suspicion that the Canadian Paoitio in 
his hands might bo made subserviont to 
tho other. Indeed, it contends that words 
spoken at Peterborough justify tho sus- 
picion. On the othei hand.tlie Montreal 
Otizette, a journal with which the Kuiglit 
of Eavenscraig is said to sustain very in- 
timate rolixtions, makes out what apiiears 
to U8 to bo a very good case. It says: 
"Tho.obiaot which all persons must have 
in view, naving regard to tho rapid aotth;- 
ment of our own Northwestern territory, 
must bo to secure for it at the earliest 
moment railway facilities. The line from 
Dulutli to Pembina approaclicH eomplo- 
tiou. The short distance between i'em- 
loina and Fort Garry will, therefore, un- 
doubtedly furnish tho first railway inlet 
to the Province of Manitoba and our own 
NorthwoHtorn territories. It is under- 
Btood that the North(!rn Pacilic Kailway 
Compsny is disposed to aid in tlio con- 
struction of a railway soutli of f'Hko Su- 
perior, towards Sault Sto. Marie, and the 
branch to be built between Pembroke and 
that point in Canadian territory is so c(jm- 
Ijaratirely short that no one can Aowht the 
propriety of its immediate construction, 
having reference to the direct railway 
comuiuniBfltion with Wiuniiie^j. Once at 
Fort Garry by rail it is (|\iite chmr that 
the interests of tho country will lie suh- 
% rrad by pressing forward the railway to 
tho Rooky Mouutain8,80 as to afTord open- 
ings for settlement in the splendid coun- 
try between the Province of Manitob.i and 
the boundaries of Uritish Columbia. With 
tho facilities which such a lino will afford 
it is simply a business proposition to say 
that tke work should be commenced from 
Fort Garry westward immediately. ^- 
* * As to British Columbia, tlie Act ex- 
pressly requires that the road shall ho 
couun'euced on tho I'aeific coast, .simul- 
taneously witli tlio commcnccnipiit at the 
eastern terminus. Tliat ditiiculties exist 
on the route through that Province has 
been admitted by all who know it, but 
that these difiionlties will be overcome, 
and the best, most convenient, and most 
practicable route selected, there can ho 
no doubt; and Sir Hugh Allan distinctly 
declared this. Tho Act of Parliament, by 
virtue of which tho company, of which 
ho will be the head, is authorized to build 
tho road, roquiros it, and as the great oli- 
joct of tho entire scheme is to obtain con- 
nection with the Pacific coast, wo need 
have no fears upon tho subject." 



general Superintendents; and 6 and 7 
create safeguards against tho improper 
admission of patients, while 8 and 9 make 
provision for their custody or liberation 
as tho case may he. Hubseijuent sections 
provitlo that where a lunatic shall have a 
father or mother, a husband or wife in 
circumstanceB to do so, he or she shall be 
oompGllod to conti ibuto towards the maiu- 
tonanco of such lunatic; that tho property 
of a lunatic who has no such relative or 
guardian shall bo under tho cai'O of tho 
Su])printcndont, suliject to tho control of 
tho Provincial Secretary, reserving to tho 
Court of Chancery tlu! right (o ai)point a 
committee to sucli lunatics; the api)i'oval 
of the Sn[)remo (Joiirt will be necessary 
to the conveyance, mortgage, or lease of 
any real ^iroperty of such lunatics; the 
Sujicrintfudent to rondorn proper account 
of the manner in wliieh he has nmnaged 
all such projici-ty; the Supninie Court to 
decide anil ilispufoas to the right to i)ro- 
perty, and to direct to bo paid to tlie 
Superintendent, in rcsiicct of such pro- 
perty reasonable char^c.'i for tho mainten- 
ance! of the owiKU' thereof. Section 22 
l)rovidos that, "In case tho insanity of 
any lunatic, confined in anyjof such asy- 
lums, is of sut'h a nature, und ho is ])03- 
sessod of such property, real or per.sonal, 
as would in the oi)inion of the Medical 
Superintendent justify the supiily to such 
lunatic of greater comfort and attention 
than are supplied under ordinary regula- 
tion of the asylum, S it shall be law- 
ful for the Medical Superintendent to 
make un,y specific regulation in respect 
thereto as he may deem fitting. 



' AnAot toExtendtheRights 
of Property of Married 
Women." 



This is liie title of a bill now before tho 
Legislature. It provides that the real 
estate of any married women, owned l)y 
her at tlio time of marriage, or ai'nuired 
in any manner during her coverture, shall 
be held and enjoyed by her for her sepa- 
rate use, free from any estate or claim of 
her husband during her life time; all lu?r 
wages and jiersonal earnings, and all pro- 
fits from any occuiiation or trade which 
she curries on sej)aratoly from her hus- 
band, or derived from any literary, ailis- 
tic or scientific skill, she shall enjoy in 
her own sole and exclusive right; she 
may in.sure for her solo benefit or for the 
use or benefit of lier children, her own 
life, or, with his consent, thn life r,f her 
liusbunil; if her husband shall eiVeci an 
insurance upon his life for hi>r liciiciit, it 
shall remain and accrue solely to her 
beueflt; she may become a sharcholdor in 
any company or corporation, enjoying 
all the rights of other .sharelioldcrs or 
members: make deposits in hiu- own 
name in any Bank, and withdraw on her 
own check; lier husband shall not be lia- 
ble for debts contracted by her before 
marriage, but she shall be liable to be 
sued therefor, and her jiroperty or e u'ii- 
ings shall bo liable for the samci'dic may 
mnintnin an action in her ow n nanin in 
re.ii)ect of her own ]ivii])Cj ty oi- l)n:-iiie.;s, 
and shall liavi» and riijuv all the rights 
and remedies, both civil and criminal in 
respect of liorown separate property ; and 
she may be »ued and proceeded against 
separately from her husband in i'c.->pcct 
of any of her seiiarate debts. engagements, 
contracts, or torts, as if sho were unmar- 
ried. We would suggest as a short title, 
"Woman's Itights Act, 1873." 

]Sloctio3i -Rogiatration 
Amendment Act, 1873 

This Bill jiroviiles that if any prrsun 
returned as elected to the Legislative A'-.- 
seinbly for one or more ooustituencics al 
a gononil election, wishes to resign iiis 
.seat, or any of liis seats, lieforo the meet- 
ing of the -Assembly tliercafter, he mav 
rtddrc.is, or cause to lie adilrossod , two any 
two members elect of the Le^gislativo .\s- 
senibly, a declaration of his intention, and 
such two members shall forthwith address 
their warrant to the llegistrar of the Su- 
preme Court, when a writ shall issue for 
an ohfclion to fill the v;icimcy thus crca!- 
ed. it is also provided that no mcniber 
elec't shall resign a seat his ri^^lit lo wiiich 
is lawfully contested, nor iinlil tin; expir- 
ation of twenty-one days from the lime 
tho return of his election is made. 'I'hc' 
right to contest such former election is 
l)ro.served. Provision is also made fi.i 
the immediate holding of a new election, 
in case of an eh^ction licing declared null 
and void. It also provides that, in case 
any person, other tlmu the person return- 
ed as elected, is by tho cortificato of the 
Judge ajipointod to try an election peti- 
tion, dotormined to lmv(! been diilv re- 
turned or ele<!ted, Huchperson .shall there- 
upon bo entitled to sit and vote in the 
Legislative Assembly. No writ shall is- 
sue under any of tho provisions of "this 
Act during a session of the Legislative 
AsHombly.. 

**Tlie Zngane Asylum Act, 
1873."

One snm- 
plo contained ho ieaiat all, BO far; as the'- 
analyist could discover. The adulterants 
whieh were U3od in this and the other 
twenty-eight cases Arera iron, idumbugo, 
chalk, china, clay, and Prussian blue, 
turmeric, indigo, starch, gypsiuu; catecliu, 
gum and loaves of various kinds among 
them Ijoing those of camolia, sasanqua- 
eloranthus-oflieinalis, elm, oak, willow, 
ljo))olar, older, beocb. hawthorn and solo. 
It in but justice to thw retail venders of 
these extraordinary mixtures to state that 
tho adulteration is notsupposod to be their 
work; it is largely done in China, and, is 
further carried on after the "tea" has 
roaelicd Britain.
